TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Salem qualified to vote in 


town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Salem on the second Tuesday of March, next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the 
“year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the year ensuing. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money 
for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 


4. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to 
facilitate the collection of taxes. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or 
officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town treas- 
urer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, such sums of 
money as he may need for general purposes, in anticipation 
of taxes. 


7. By request. To see if the town will appropriate the 
sum, and confer the authority asked for, in the following 
proposition of Mr. Charles H. Tenney: 

I will give one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
for the improvement of the Turnpike, between 
Salem Depot and the Methuen line, if the 
town will appropriate five hundred dollars 
($500) for the same purpose, and authorize 
me to superintend the expenditure of the 
whole amount of fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) in such places on said Turnpike, 
and insuch manner as I may consider for 
the best interest of the town.

8. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of seventy-five dollars ($75), or any part thereof, for the 
use of Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 60, G. A. R., to be expended 
in the observance of Memorial Day in the year 1902. 


9. By request. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of the Salem Free Public Library. 


10. By request. To raise such sum of money as may be 
thought necessary, to continue the preparation and publication 
of the town history. 


11. By request. To see if the town will vote to sell the 
town farm, and authorize the selectmen or a committee chosen, 
to sell and deed the said farm. 


12. By request. To see if the town will vote to macadam 
a portion of its Highways, as follows: Commencing at the foot 
of the hill near the stone school house, “so called,” and continue 
to the north-east corner of Pine Grove Cemetery and raise 
money for the same. 


13. By request. To see if the town will vote to purchase 
a new Hearse to take the place of the one now housed in the 
center village, raise money therefor, and choose a committee to 
dispose of the old one and to carry the vote into effect. 


14. By request. To see if the town will vote to rebuild 
the retaining wall on the southerly side of the old graveyard in 
Salem Center village, and raise money therefor. 


15. To see what action the town will take to reimburse Mr. 
Isaac Woodbury for damage claimed to have been done by 
ditching his meadow at Salem Depot village. 


16. By request. ‘To see if the town will vote to light the 
village of North Salem for a term of years, and the highway 
leading from Salem Center by Wheeler’s Mills to North Salem 
and appropriate money for the same. To be expended by the 
Selectmen. 


17. By request. To see what action the town will take 
relative to contracting with the Salem Water Works Company for 
a supply of water for municipal purposes and fire protection, for 
a term of years, and raise money for the same. 
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18. By request. ‘To see if the town will vote to establish 
a separate account for the Cemetery trust funds and have the 
same deposited in savings banks, the income to be expended 
according to the trusts under which said funds are received ; and 
to raise money to take the place of all funds which have been 
paid in for the establishment of such fund, and expended from 
the general treasury. 


19. By request. To see if the town will vote to “instruct 
the selectmen to appoint fire wardens for ten districts and make 
rules and regulations regarding the same. 


20. By request. To see if the town will vote to accept of 
Leonard M. Taylor of Salem, N. H., and John A. Taylor of 
Malden, Mass., the sum of one hundred dollars ($100), as a 
perpetual fund, the income from the same to be expended for 
the care and improvement of Lot, No. 190, in Mount Pleasant 
Cemetery, No. Salem, N. H., known as the John Taylor Jr. lot. 


21. By request. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
its highway agents to use one-eighth, or any part thereof, of the 
highway money required to be raised by law, for cutting brush 
on the highways during the month of August next. 


22. By request. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of chapter 29, of the Laws of 1899, entitled: “An 
act in amendment of and in addition to chapter 73 of the public 
statutes, relating to the repair of highways in towns.’’ And _ to 
vote the number of highway districts into which said town shall 
be divided. : 


23. By request. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to lease the Town Farm, with or without the personal 
property, for a term of years. 


24. By request. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to convey to the Rockingham County Light and 
Power Company, the right to construct and maintain a line of 
poles and wires across the Town Farm. 


25. By request. To see if the town will adopt a system 
whereby all persons, employed by the town, shall receive their 
pay in person or on written order at the office of the town treas- 
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urer, on certain days to be fixed at the discretion of the 
selectmen. 

26. By request. To see if the town will vote to grant the 
Salem Water Works Company the right to lay pipes in Pine 
Grove Cemetery. 

27. By request. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen to lay out and construct a highway as follows, to 
wit: Beginning at a point near No. 5 school house, “so called,” 
and ending at a point on highway leading from Salem Center to 
Salem Depot, near the residence of Mary A. Berry, passing 
through land of Samuel M. Kelley, John C. Crowell, Clayton F. 
Record, Frank E. Robie and Howard L. Gordon, and raise 
money for the same.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To THE SELECTMEN OF SALEM: 


The Board of Health respectfully presents its report for the 
year ended February 15, 1902. 

All the public buildings were inspected early in the season 
and with one or two exceptions, were found to be in excellent 
condition. 

The sanitary condition of the school property has greatly 
improved, and we take pleasure in commending the efforts of 
the School Board in that direction. Hereafter the duties con- 
nected with the condition of the out-houses will devolve on the 
Board of Health. 

The number of nuisances has greatly diminished, and a 
steady improvement is noticed, showing the interest taken by 
our citizens in the effort to keep their premises clean and thus 
diminish the danger of disease. | 

Samples of well and spring water have been taken on re- 
quest of some of our citizens and the State Board of Health, and 
forwarded to the Laboratory of Hygiene in Concord, for analysis. 
As a system of water works is being constructed, and the water 
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is to be taken from Policy Pond, two samples of the water were 
taken and submitted for examination. We quote the result: 


Sample taken in deep water, seven feet from the surface, 
and opposite Cross’ grove. No. 228. ; 


“Turbidity, none; sediment, slight; odor, decided veg. ; 
color, 0.1 ; free ammonia, .0176 ; nitrates, .0000 ; nitrites, OOOO. 
Oxygen consumed—chlorine, .2156; total solids, 2.80; fixed 
solids, 1.50; hardness, 1.20; iron, .000; lead, .000. 

Remarks—This is a good water, very low in solids and 
hardness. The albuminoid ammonia is high and indicates vege- 
table matter in solution. ‘This factor is always high in our pond, 
lake and river waters and unless the amount of organic matter is 
excessive is not considered harmful.

Albuminoid ammonia is somewhat 
higher in this sample and solids are lower, indicating more 
organic matter.

We take occasion to say that any citizen may have an 
analysis of the water on their premises, by applying to the local 
Board of Health and paying for their services and express 
charges from Concord. No charge is made for analysis. 

There were four cases of diphtheria reported, all in Jan- 
uary and February of the present year; three of which were at 
‘the centre village and one at the depot village; all have re- 
covered. It is believed that three of the cases were contracted 
out of town. ) 
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The Board caused all pupils attending school to be vacci- 
nated who had not previously been so required, according to the 
provisions of the Statutes. 

There were 38 deaths from all causes reported in 1901.

| LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 
To the Board of Trustees of the Salem Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN—The annual report of the library, showing its 
work for the year ending Feb. 15, 1902, is herewith presented. 

The Year’s Growth :—Since our last report, 89 books have 
been added to the library, 75 by purchase and 14 gifts, making a 
total of 1,686. We also have Public Documents and reports to 
the amount of 269 bound volumes and 451 paper covers and 
pamphlets. 

The Year’s Circulation:—During the year 5,640 volumes 
were issued for home use, an increase from last year of 789. 
One-third of the books issued were sent to the Depot village, 
and nearly one-ninth to North Salem. The largest number 
issued in one month, was 690 in March; the smallest number 
351 in September. The largest number in one day, 152, March 
23; the smallest number, 71, August 10. Average per day, 
nearly 109.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE SALEM 
PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library herewith respect- 
fully present their annual report of the affairs of the library, and 
with the same, the report made to them by the Treasurer of the 
Board, containing a statement of the sums received and the ex- 
penditures made by him in their behalf from the funds in their 
possession; and also the report of the Librarian to the Board, 
giving in detail the statistics of the operation of the library dur- 
ing the year. 

The library has been open for the delivery of books fifty- 
two Saturdays, afternoon and evening. 

The total circulation for the year has been five thousand 
six hundred and forty volumes, showing a decided increase, and 
attention should be called to the fact that this number does not 
include the use of reference books, of which no record can be 
made. 

The general work of the library has been carried forward 
with the usual satisfactory results. 

The delivery station at Salem Depot has been sustained as 
usual for the convenience of the people of that part of the town, 
and books have been delivered weekly at North Salem also. 

The various means employed to make the library interesting, 
beginning with the purchase of books and ending with the per- 
sonal help of a Librarian familiar with books and readers, are all 
in the interest of good reading. 

While considering that it is better to read any good work of 
fiction than to read nothing at all, it is gratifying to feel that the 
more solid reading is gaining in favor with the public. 
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The Trustees favor the introduction of the two-card system 
by which any person can draw on a special card one volume— 
not fiction—in addition to the book heretofore taken on the 
ordinary card. Favorable reports have been received from libra- 
ries in which this system has been adopted. Salem is a good 
field for an effort to encourage the reading of the better kind of 
books. But our library has not yet reached its highest point of 
efficiency. 

The card catalogue is an essential part of the modern li- 
brary system. It is gaining steadily in public favor and must 
supersede the partial book lists which we now have. By using 
the card catalogue, one has at all times a complete list of all the 
books in the library. 

While the Trustees desire to express their appreciation of 
the courtesy and consideration with which their suggestions have 
been received and carried out, especially in regard to the sum 
of money appropriated for the library, they respectfully call at- 
tention to the fact that our library is making substantial growth, 
and suitable provisions must soon be made for the storage and 
convenient arrangement of the new books which must be added 
from time to time. 

Some small repairs have been made on the outside of the 
building, and more are needed inside, as a portion of the plas- 
tering will fall if the ounce of prevention is not used in the near 
future. 

The Trustees have drawn the sum of twenty-five dollars 
from the funds in the bank during the year. In using the money 
at their disposal they have tried to serve the best interests of the 
town, and hope that the large use of the new books will show 
that they have not erred in their efforts to meet the desires_ of 
the public. 

The Librarian has fulfilled the duties of her position with 
the same fidelity as heretofore, and to the entire satisfaction of 
the Trustees, who desire to express their gratitude to all who 
during the year have contributed to the success of this institu- 
tion, especially to the National Government for the “Report of 
the Smithsonian Institute,”’ 2 vols. ; to Ex-Gov. Frank W. Rollins 
for “Old Home Week Addresses ;”’ to Josephine Bailey for “In 
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the Alarmo ;” to Forrest Martin for “Life and Campaigns of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte,” “Advice to Young Ladies,” ‘‘Life of Kit Car- 
son,” “Dora Thorne,” “The Old Inn,”) “Nellie Warren; = *‘Rich 
and Humble,” ‘Red Cross,” ‘Nine Years Among the Convicts,” 
‘Heroine of the White Nile.” In connection with this report, 
there will be found a complete list of the books which have been 
added during the year.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 


BY THE—— 


SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN OF SALEM, N. H., 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY, 1902. 


—e 


The Supervisory District, for the purpose of employing a 
Superintendent of Schools, now consists of the towns of Hamp- 
stead, Epping and Salem. This district was formed last June by 
the school boards of the towns within named meeting in joint 
committee in the town of Hampstead. 

The school boards of the town forming a supervisory dis- 
trict, are required by law to meet sometime between April 1st 
and August Ist of each year and shall organize by the choice of 
a chairman, a secretary and a treasurer. 

To elect a superintendent for the supervisory district, de- 
termine the character and value of his services, and apportion the 
same among the several towns forming the district. At this joint 
meeting, Mr. Edgar E. Hulse was elected as superintendent of 
the schools in the towns forming this district at a salary of twelve 
hundred dollars. 

Epping and Salem were each to pay two fifths and Hamp- 
stead one fifth of this amount. Thus: Salem pays $480. As 
one half of this sum is paid by the state, it will be seen that 
Salem pays the sum of $240 for expert school superintendence. 
This may seem to be a large sum for this purpose, and yet on 
the basis of 300 pupils, it costs the town but the sum of 80 cents 
per pupil for expert supervision. 

This cost we think will compare favorably with the amount 
paid in other towns and even in cities for a like purpose. 
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During the fiscal year just closed, your schools have been in 
session 33 weeks: each. 

Schools Nos. 3 and 10 have had in addition to this number 
of weeks, the interest of their school fund expended for the 
benefit of said schools. 

We leave the greater part of the work done in your schools 
to Superintendent Hulse in his annual report. 

Your committee think best to raise money enough to give 
to the schools of the town a school year of thirty-six weeks. 

As it costs under the present wages paid to teachers, jani- 
tors and conveyance, a little over one hundred dollars a week to 
run the schools, the sum of $300 above what is usually raised, 
would meet this. 

Your school houses are in very good repair, save Nos. 8 and 
3 on which the sum of $120 might be well spent. 

We would recommend that the sum of two thousand four 
hundred dollars, in addition to the amount required by law and 
that needed for special repairs, be raised for the support of’ 
schools for the next fiscal year. 

A new wood shed and out buildings, a new fence on 
the highway in front of the school house, all well made 
and painted; also the school house has been painted out- 
side. This expense has been met by Mr. E. F. Searles of Me- 
thuen. We have reference to No. 9 school house. We ap- 
preciate this outlay on the part of Mr. Searles. 


To SUPERINTENDENT Epcar E. Hutse: 


By your request I make a brief report to you concerning 
the music of the public schools of Salem. 

I am confident that in every school save one, there has 
been advancement. In this one school I have labored as faith- 
fully as in all others, yet but little progress has been made. I 
regret this very much. 

Nearly all children in the schools as a whole, manifest an 
interest in music. I have permitted a few songs in each school 
to be learned as rote songs. This is well I think for the younger 
portion of the school, as those in the lower grades. In the

higher grades, I have endeavered to teach the pupils note 
reading. 

A large proportion of the children can read music in several 
keys. I find some who will read by note and sing by syllable 
and word, a new selection which may be given them. 

In one or two schools the singing of the chromatic scale, 
and also a few minor keys have been taught with good success. 

It is to be regretted that most of our teachers do not have 
a practical knowledge of vocal music. 

In those schools where there are teachers who can sing by 
note, I have noticed that the work in music has shown the _ best 
results.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD: 


GENTLEMEN—I herewith present my second report as 
your Superintendent of Schools, this being for the year ending 
March 1, 1902. 

I feel that the year just closed has been fruitful of results 
following earnest purpose and faithful effort. 

Our energies have been expended mainly toward unifying 
the work along systematic lines, rather than attempting many 
new things. Better results could be obtained under better con- 
ditions, to some of which I desire to call your attention. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the School 
Board in last year’s report, and my own impressions as to the 
superlative need in the school system, a new course of study, cov- 
ering nine years’ work, was prepared and adopted early in the spring 
term. We immediately set about arranging our pupils and 
classes into grades, according to our new course. At the close 
of the spring term, promotions were made from grade to grade 
for the next school year. Notwithstanding the care we tried to 
exercise in making these promotions, not all are measuring up 
to the standard set. A better understanding of the conditions 
existing and of the means to be used to gain the end in view, 
has made our subsequent work more intelligent and thorough. 
I confidently expect better results at the close of this school 
year. 

The end sought in genuine school training is to give the 
child power to do, lead him to ¢iznk and to express his thoughts 
in good language. 

Cyclopedias are good for reference but knowledge alone 
does not help the man so much to grapple with the practical side 
of life, as trained energy. A course of study which is not made 
to serve this end, fails to do its mission. 

Special attention is called to the course appended to this 
report. 

Its purpose is to unify and systematize the work for the pupil 
and aid the teacher in getting better results. The needs of the 
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schools have been studied and experienced educators and the 
courses of several towns and states, have been consulted to aid 
in its preparation. 

It has been our aim tocorrelate the work so that nothing 
will be neglected in any grade, but that the child shall be de- 
veloped from all sides as fast as possible. The child is the 
center of all teaching. ‘“Teach chz/dren, not subjects,” should 
be our motto. ‘Good reading is the key to good scholarship.” 

Great attention must be given to this subject. The evi- 
dence of success in teaching the child to read well, will be seen 
in his quick perception of the thought and the fluency and good 
expression with which he gives it. Although the subjects of 
Drawing and Music do not appear in the written course, they 
should both have due attention given them. Music is so well es- 
tablished that it needs little comment from me. I believe as 
good results have been obtained as were possible under existing 
conditions. ‘The excellent report of the teacher of music, Mr. 
Silver, which appears in another part of this report is worthy 
your careful reading. Beside the drill in connection with other 
studies, lessons in form, color, designing, etc., should be given 
through the course. 

“The moral instruction of the child is the highest duty im- 
posed upon the teacher.” Special attention should be given the 
General Lessons in the course. ‘These lessons should involve 
stories from American History, conversational lesson on the 
human body, etiquette, cleanliness, obedience, respect, chastity, 
manners and morals, and nature work, especially in the lower 
grades. ‘The outline provides for nine years’ work for the aver- 
age child, based upon the present school year. 

If the year could be lengthened to 36 weeks and the outline 
carefully followed the ninth year could be eliminated from the 
course without loss to the child’s progress, and with a positive 
gain of a year in time. This cannot be done zwe// without favorable 
conditions. ‘The satisfactory completion of the course will pre- 
pare the pupil for any high school or academy, and it should be 
done in eight years. ; 

It is not fair to expect our mixed schools with 5 to 8 or 9 
grades and one teacher to accomplish in 32 or 33 weeks what a

well graded school of one grade to a teacher can do in 38 weeks. 
These conditions should be taken into account when making 
comparisons with other schools. 1 earnestly recommend that 
the school year be made 36 weeks and that the division into 
terms be something as follows:—The fall term to begin the 
second Monday in September and continue 15 weeks, followed 
by a vacation of two weeks ; asecond term of 10 weeks, followed 
by a vacation of three weeks, and a third term of 11 weeks. 
Such an arrangement would avoid injurious interruptions, give 
time to do the work required, bring the vacation when most 
needed and make it possible to secure and retain better teachers. 


CONSOGLIDATION AND CONVEYANCE. 


The limitation of this report will not permit of the discus- 
sion these subjects deserve. It is fairly demonstrated that the 
consolidation of small schools and the bringing to the centers of 
the children of the country districts, are practical and economi- 
cal. The two essential things to be considered in the manage- 
ment of school affairs are efficiency and economy. Consolidation 
gives better grading and classification of pupils, better school 
buildings and appliances, better teachers, better attendance, and 
greater interest on part of the pupil. The money saved by re- 
ducing the number of teachers will provide for necessary and 
comfortable conveyance, furnish the above mentioned efficiencies 
and still reduce the school expenses. 

Supt. Frank L. Jones of Indiana, in his report for 1900, 
gives many striking illustrations and testimonials upon this prob- 
lem. I wish to quote very briefly from that report : 

Many states (18) are providing for consolidation and con- 
veyance. ‘The Minister of public instructions for Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, says: ‘Under the system of conveyance 241 schools 
have been closed. The saving in closed schools amounts to 
A#14,170 per annum. The attendance is so regular and the sys- 
tem so popular that applications are constantly made for its ex- 
tension.” 

Mr. Edson, formerly on the Mass. State Board says: ‘“Expe- 
rience has demonstrated the fact that property in towns commit- 
ted to this plan has appreciated rather than depreciated in 
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value.” From another Mass. town came this suggestive state- 
ment :—Once when a man wished to sell his farm he advertised, 
‘a school near.”’ Now he advertises, “Children conveyed to 
good schools.” Farms sell more readily now. 

There are objections also to consolidation and conveyance. 
The two most serious objections that claim attention are—First, 
the risk, moral and physical, to children, because of long rides 
in cold and stormy weather and conditions accompanying these 
trips; and second, the noon intermission. ‘These objections are 
especially true with small children. 

The means of conveyance should be comfortable, safe and 
reasonably quick, and in charge of responsible persons. The 
course pursued in relation to this matter in Salem is commend- 
able and should be extended. I venture to suggest that the 
time 1s not far distant when there should be but three schools in 
the town. Good graded schools at the three villages, with good 
conveyance would give Salem a splendid school service. ‘The 
accommodations and service at the Depot and North Salem are 
not adequate for their needs now. If another room and teacher 
could be provided for each of these villages and such pupils 
from outside as seemed wise, be brought to these centers, better 
schools could be maintained in each village and I think at no 
more expense to the town. 

The interests of School No. 4 should be given careful at- 
tention at once. In some respects this is a difficult school. One 
teacher cannot get desirable results. With the assistance fur- 
nished during the winter term much better results have been ob- 
tained, but with the present accommodations and the limited 
service that an assistant can give without room for class work, it 
does not seem wise to continue the plan of last term. 


TEACHERS AND TEACHERS’ [MEETINGS. 


The standard of excellence in our schools depends very 
largely upon the character and spirit of the teaching force. The 
influence of the teacher is far-reaching. Only earnest purpose 
and faithful service is acceptable. 

Too much attention can hardly be given to the selection of 
teachers. They should be chosen for individual schools because 
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of their peculiar fitness. It should be our aim to employ only 
such teachers as have had professional training or successful ex- 
perience, those who look upon teaching asa profession, and 
are alive to their obligation. 

Our teachers have all been doing faithful work and as a rule 
the results have been satisfactory. ‘Teachers’ meetings have been 
held frequently during the year at which problems in school man- 
agement and methods of teaching have been discussed with 
spirit and profit. The subjects of Reading, Arithmetic, Geog- 
raphy, Grammar and Nature work have been taken up and dis- 
cussed with great interest. The teachers have manifested a 
readiness to participate in all progressive work and have re- 
sponded to my suggestions heartily. 

The attendance at institute and teacher’s association has 
been general. Days for visiting other good schools have been 
taken by most of the teachers. ‘This is time well spent, provid- 
ing the teacher visits with a desire to gain power for her own 
work. Some of our teachers are very commendably supplement- 
ing their efficiency by spending portions of their vacations in 
summer schools and normal schools. One is at present spending 
four or five weeks at Plymouth Normal school, in special training 


for the spring work. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


I wish to call special attention again to the condition and 
inefhciency of many of our text books. 

We have materially suffered for the lack of suitable Readers 
in several schools. ‘The Readers are in bad condition and out 
of date. An approved well graded series should be placed in 
the schools as.a basis, and as many other books and selections 
of a high type and character as can be afforded for supple- 
mentary use. 

Nothing takes the place of good text books.—.Supz. Dyer. 

What has been said of the Readers is true of the Geogra- 
phies and Arithmetics, in a less degree, perhaps. 

Our text book interests should have your careful attention. 
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SCHOOL LAW. 


I suggest that such extracts from the recent new school 
laws as relate to attendance and minors, be printed in this 
report. 

Chapter 93, Sections 10, 11, 13, 14 and 15, [as amended 
by Chapter 60, Session Laws of 1901.] 

“Secr. 10. No child under the age of twelve years shall be - 
employed in any manufacturing establishment. No child under 
the age of fourteen years shall be employed in any manufactur- 
ing establishment, nor in any mechanical, mercantile, or other 
employment during the time in which the public schools are in 
session in the district in which he resides. 

Sect. 11. No child under the age of sixteen years shall be 
employed in any manufacturing establishment, or in any mechan- 
ical, mercantile, or other employment during the time in which 
the public schools are in session in the district in which he resides, 
without first presenting a statement of his age from his parent or 
guardian sworn to before the superintendent of schools, or, if 
there is no superintendent of schools, before some person au- 
thorized by the school board of the district in which such child 
is employed. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be em- 
ployed as aforesaid during the time in which the public schools 
are in session in the district in which he resides without first pre- 
senting a certificate from the superintendent of schools, or, if 
there is no superintendent of schools, some person authorized by 
the school board, that such child can read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language. And any su- 
perintendent of schools or person authorized by the school board 
who certifies falsely as to matters prescribed by this section shall 
be fined not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offense. 

Sect. 13. If any owner, agent, superintendent or overseer 
of a manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establisment or 
any other person shall employ any child in violation of the pro- 
visions of either of the three preceding sections, he shall be 
fined not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence, for the use of 
the district. 
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Sect. 14. Every person having the custody and control of 
a child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, residing in 
a school district in which a public school is annually taught, shall 
cause such child to attend the public school all the time such 
school is in session, unless the child shall be excused by the 
school board of the district because his physical or mental con- 
dition is such as to prevent his attendance at school for the 
period required, or because he was instructed in the English lan- 
guage in a private school approved by the school board for a 
number of weeks equal to that in which the public school was in 
session in the common English branches, or, having acquired 
those branches, in other more advanced studies. Any person 
who does not comply with the requirements of this section shall 
be fined ten dollars for the first offense and twenty dollars for 
every subsequent offense, for the use of the district. 

Sect. 15. The state superintendent of public instruction 
shall have authority to enforce the laws relating to attendance at 
school and the employment of minors, and, for this purpose, he 
and any deputy appointed by him shall be vested with the pow- 
ers given by law to truant officers when authorized by school 
boards to enforce the laws relating to attendance at school and 
the employment of children. And the expenses necessarily in- 
curred by the state superintendent in such.enforcement shall be 
paid, as audited and allowed by the governor and council.” 


CONCLUSION. 


It is a source of good to the schools and cause for gratifica- 
tion, when all connected with the management of the schools 
work together in harmony. It is under such conditions of co- 
operation and confidence, that School Board, Teachers and 
Superintendent have labored during the year. I desire to ac- 
knowledge the many courtesies bestowed.
